Q: Any comment on increasing U.S. military involvement in Colombia?

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Background: The FY2003 budget includes between $88 million and $98 
million in FMF funding for pipeline protection in Colombia. About $6 
million in USG funding has already been granted to the Colombian 
Government to "jump-start" the program, under the authority of the fiscal 
year 2002 Supplemental Appropriations Act. The plan is consistent with our 
overall policy in Colombia. Under the new authorities granted by Congress 
in October 2002, the USG effort helps Colombia fight the combined narco- 
terrorist infrastructure. 
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
